RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION OR ELECTION REQUIREMENT 

In response to the Office Action mailed June 9, 2006, Applicant responds as 
follows: 

In order to strictly comply with the Examiner's requirement in the above 
restriction requirement, and without agreeing to the propriety of the restriction 
requirement, Applicant elects, with traverse , to proceed with Group I, Claims 1-9 drawn 
to a spot drilling insert/tool, classified in class 408, subclass 225. 

MPEP section 803 states (underlining added) "If the search and examination of 
an entire application can be made without serious burden, the Examiner must examine 
it on the merits, even though it includes claims to distinct or independent inventions." 

The restriction requirement issued for the above-identified application appears 
too restrictive. The Examiner has not shown it would be a "serious burden" to perform a 
complete search and examination on all of the claims as originally filed. Alternatively, 
the Examiner has not shown it would be a "serious burden" to perform a complete 
search and examination on more than just Group I but less than all of the originally filed 
claims.
